Navy Dept. Finds That Fragment 


Found on Liner Was Part 
of a Torpedo 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Secretary, 


Lansing announced 
today 
that 
the 


navy department had indicated that 
the fragment of tho 
engine ot war 


•which sank the Allan liner Hesperian 
vras a part of a torpedo. 
The Ger- 


man government has persistently de- 
nied that the Hesperian was torpe- 
doed. In the opinion of United States 
naval experts the fragment could not 
have been a part of a marine mine. 


The secretary said the result of the 


navy department's investigation would 
Immediately be communicated either 
to the German government directly or 
to Ambassador Bernstorft, 


The, secretary volunteered no infor- 


mation regarding what form the com 


- munication to the German government 


might take. 


Germany has made to the United 


States a qualified disclaimer of re- 
sponsibility for the sinking of the Hes- 
perian. In a note to Ambassador Ger- 
ard on Sept 14, the foreign office said 
that on the face of the evidence then 
at hand Germany \vas satisfied that 
the Hesperian was not sunk by a Ger- 
man submarine.

Secretary Lansing have been reluctant 
to believe that the Hesperian waa sunk 
deliberately without valid excuse. Just 
what weight the report made by the 
navy department to Secretary Lansing 
will have could not be definitely ascer- 
tained.

Commissioner Carmichael Makes 
Some Good Suggestions for 
Protection of Schools 


Since the Peabody tragedy In which 
score or more children were burned 
• 
trampled 
to 
death In a burning 


choolhousa. great Interest has been 
mniiested as to the condition of school 
ouses lu Lowell 
as regards 
safety 


rom flre. So far na can bs learned from 
juildlng inspectors and other oitlcials, 
ondltlons here are such as to satisfy 
he state police. The fact that the in- 
pcctors aro satisfied seems to satisfy 
others that tho schoolliouscs aro all 
•ight. 


There are only thren or four of the 


mblic schoolhouses in Lowell that can 
boast of fire escapes and these include 
ho High, 
Washington 
and Varnum 


schools. There is also a sort of make- 
shift, fire escape on the rear o£ the 


reen school. Tho fact remains, how- 


ever, that there are fewer children on 
he third floors of the public schools 
han heretofore, as classes on th» third 
floor. In some instances, notably thai 
of the Edson school, have been aban- 
doned. The third floor of tho Edson 
school waa given up at the suggestion 
of Supt. Jiolloy, who claimed that the 
Ives of tho children would be In jeop- 
ardy there in case of flre. The third 
floors of tho vocational schools for girls 
and boys aro also being used, hut the 
school committee Is not at all satisfied 
with conditions thero. Tho schools re- 
ferred to aro the Morrlll and Old Bart- 
lett. 


Commissioner Carmichael discussed 


schoolhouses today and said that In his 
opinion tho lire drill is a very Import- 
ant thing, but ho thinks It is not being 
successfully operated here. 
Tho com 


niisslonor 
thinks that the doors to 


schoolhouscs can he very much 
im- 


proved. "I believe." said the commis- 
sioner, "that the doors should open au- 
tomatically Just o» soon as the alarm 
for a flre drill Is sounded. I also think 
that there ought not to bo any regular- 
ity us to the sounding of the flro dril 
alarm. I would suggest that the chief 
of the fire department should have the 
right to go to any of the schools per- 
sonally and sound the alarm. He knows 
more about flre drills than the teachers 
and he could Instruct th« children 1 
necessary. 


"I presume that the schoolhouses fn ': 


Lowell aro as safe as elsewhere. Tho 


anlc was the cause ot the trouble la 
>eabody. If the children had gone out 
viihout getting excited 
they would 
lave been all right. But the deadly 
confusion took place and I really think, 
"hat tho same would have been avoid- 
ed If tho doors had been swung wid» ••- 
open.

men who first became interested in 
this subject, Miss Mary McSlminon 
o£ Roxbury, principal of the Pierce 
school. Brookline, made an address 
on this subject. 
She said in part: 


Grandmother of Idea 


"The Teachers' Guild, in its pre- 


amble, .says.thiit time and experience 
are sufficient lo prove that no teach- 
er in tho graded schools is able to 
save enough out of her salary to lay 
up enough of a fund so that at the 
lime when she is no longer able to 
tc-ach she 
will have something by 


way of income with which lo eupj'/ort 
herself. 


"Tho 
guild has for its object 


sincere effort to ameliorate this con- 
diticn. It seems lo me that from the 
time I 
have 
been enthused 
abom 


this idea of teachers' annuities, and 
the length of time during which I 
have done all that I could to push 
it along, I may be said to be not only 
one of the mothers of the idea, but 
one of the grandmothers.

ago, anc1 at the present time has a 
permanent fund of about $250,060. By 
thc income return from this endow- 
ment, it is thought that the annuity 
which tho income could provide at 
present would amount to but a little 
more than $100 a year.

reason it was urged that the teach- 
ers for their self-protection should 
at once, by voluntary personal as- 
sessment, run this endowment up to 
at least a half a million dollars.

of a Torpedo 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Secretary' 


Lansing announced today 
that 
the 


navy department had indicated that 
the fragment of the 
engine of war 


which sank the Allan liner Hesperian 
•was a part o£ a torpedo. 
The Ger- 


man government has persistently de- 
nied that the Hesperian was torpe- 
doed. 
In the opinion of United States 


naval experts the fragment could not 


.have been-a part of a marine mine. 


The secretary said the result of the 


navy department's Investigation would 
immediately bo communicated either 
to the German government directly or 
to Ambassador Cernstorff. 


The secretary volunteered no infor- 


mation regarding what form tlie.com 
municatlon to the German government 
might take. 


Germany hns made to tho United 


States a qualified disclaimer of re- 
sponsibility for the sinking oC l!>o Hes- 
perian. In a note to Ambassador Ger- 
ard on Sept. M, the foreign olTlce said 
tliat on the face of the evidence then 
at • hand Germany was satisfied that 
the Hesperian was not sunk by a Ger- 
man submarine. 


The fragment of metal examined by 


the navy department experts was said 
to have been picked from tho deck ot 
the Hesperian after the 'ex-plosion. T' 
Hesperian sank early in September all 
the Irish coast while making her wai 
to port after being disabled by the 


explosion. Tbs fragment was made of 
polished steel, and was about nine 
inches long. It was sent to the state 
department by the American embas- 
sy at London. 


The state department heretofore- had 


been in doubt regarding 
the 
dfrect 


cause of the sinking of the Hesperian. 
V number of aflidavits from the passen- 
;ers and officers of the ship have been 
received by the state department. The 
signers swore that tho ship had hecn 
torpedoed. 
The fragment of metal 


.s sent along as proof that tho state- 


ments in the altidavits were true. 


The Hesperian was declared to have 


been in the regular passenger service. 
The state department has been informed 
there were no troops aboard at the 
time of the sinking, but some wounded 
Canadian soldiers were traveling on 
individual tickets ns passengers.

Americans were passengers. 


The position of the United States has 


been to take no steps to question the 
Kood faith of Germany's assurances, 
unless it was shown clearly that 
the 


Kinking of the Hesperian was in vio- 
lation of them. 
The president and 


Secretary Lansing have been reluctant 
lo believe that the Hesperian was sunk 
deliberately without valid excuse. Just 
what weight the report made by the 
navy department to Secretary Lansing 
will h^ve could not be definitely ascer- 
tained.

County Teachers Held' 
in Boston 
! 


BOSTON, Oct. 30.—One of tho top- i 


cs which created interest and clis- , 
:usslon on the part of the teachers i 
n attendance at the convention of 
Middlesex county teachers at Tre- 
.noiit Temple yesterday was the plnn 
\iiown 
as the "Teachers' Annuities > 


Juild." 
This Is an organization of 


ic-aehers seeking to carry out a plan 
iroviding that each teacher contrib- 
.ito part of her salary toward a jfuml 
to I'urni.sh annuity to tho teacher up- j 
on her retirement. 
One of the wo- 


men who first became interested in 
this subject, Miss Mary McSlmmon 
o£ Koxbury, principal of the Pic-roe 
school, Brookline, made an address 
on this subject. She said in part: 
Grandmother of Idea 


"•flic Teachers' Guild, in its pre- 


amble, says that time and experience 
.ire sullicient to prove that no tc.-u.cli- 
er in the graded schools is able to 
save enough out of her salary to lay 
up enough of <a fund so that at the 
time when she Is no longer able to 
teach she 
will have some-thing by 


way of income with which to support 
herself. 


"Tho 
guild has for Its object a 


sincere effort to ameliorate this con- 
dition. It seems to me that from the 
time I have been 
enthused about 


this idea of teachers' annuities, and 
the length of time during which 1 
have done all that I could to push 
It along, I may be nald to be not only 
one of the mothers of the idea, but 
one of the grandmothers. 


"The. business of being a teacher 


recjiiircs an outlay of time and money 


at 
not 
many 
persons 
are 
just 


enough 
to 
take 
into consideration. 


Added to this the teacher occupies 
a cerlaln position of respectability, 
and leadership In every community 
that 
automatically requires 
her to 


live In a 
certain 
manner. 
These 


things contribute toward the handi- 
caps of saving money that I have be- 
fore hinted at." 


The guild was organized 22 years 


ago. anr1 at the present time has a 
permanent fund of about $250,000. By 
the Income return from this endow- 
ment, It is thought that the annuity 
which the income could provide at 
present would amount to but a little 
more than 
$100 a yenr. 
For this 


reason It was urged that the teach- 
ers for their self-protection should 
at once, by voluntary personal as- 
sessment, run this endowment up to 
at least a half a million dollars. 
Need Community Spirit 


Following the address of Miss Mr- 


Skimmon. President William H. P. 
Faunce. D.D., of Brown university, 
addressed the convention on the sub- 
ject of "What Industry May Expect 
From Education." 
President Faunce 


said: 


"We 
should have 
11 much 
better 


community spirit In this country if 
every individual would get the idea 
that the state was in a great meas- 
ure his silent partner in all that he 
undertook. 


"We have the very great problem 


to devise a form of education which 
shall most successfully meet the nec- 
essities of a population of children 
which meet here in America. 
It is 


true that from all who come to us 
we receive great gifts—the gift 
of 


love of color, an appreciation of art 
and of poetry. 


"But 
one idea we must keep in 


mind, as teachers, is that America 
is not a co-partner with the rest of 
the world. 
These people who cnme 


here from other countries and bring 
their children must constantly keep 
In mind that they are not to bo the 
ally of the country they 
leave 
to 


come here. 
Their whole allp^ln 


and unswerving loyalty must 
be 
to 


the country which makes the educa- 
tion of their children 
possible. 


"Manifestly the time has come for 


us to say that if they choo?e to live 
among us they must live with us and 
tho aim of one must be the com:n^n 
aim of all. This should be no coun- 
try with room enoush In it for racial 
or any 
kind 
of haired, 
for 
such 


hatred Is both irrational 
and 
un- 


reasonable.

Interesting Talk on the Red Man By 


One Who Has Had Much Experience 
with the Indians in the West 
"The American Aborigines" was the 


subject of a very Interesting Illustrat- 
ed lecture by Rev. \V. A. PetEoldt at 
the First Baptist church last evening. 
Mr. Petzoldt conies from Pueblo, Col., 
and has worked among the InUiajis of 
the western states for the

years.

to Nish and Invites Advance of 
Bulgars Toward Centre

(Delayed),—The fall of Pirot 
this (Wednesday) morning was a se- 
vere blow to the Serbian army since 
the reduction of this strong position 
leaves open the road to -Nish and in- 
vites a strong Bulgarian advance tow- 
ards the centre of Old Serbia. 


The capture of Pirot followed three 


days of desperate fighting, ending at 
nightfall on Oct. 26. During the night 
the Kerbs evacuated the city, sacrificing 
all their heavy baggage and leaving 
huge stores of ammunition and war 
material In the hands of the Bulgars. 
It is assertejl hore that the Serbian 
losses \vere extremely heavy. 


The fall of Pirot and Zajecar, to- 


gether with the junction made by'the 
Austro-German and Bulgarian forces 
north of Negotln, have rendered the 
position of the Serbians, it is consid- 
ered here, extremely critical. 
Serbian 


forces near Mltrovllza. and 
Prlshtina 


are retreating north in the direction of 
Novlpnznr wilh the purpose evidently 
of joining the main groups of their 
army In the interior where It Is said a 
state of siege is rapidly approaching 
since the Kerbs are on the verge of be- 
Inp completely cut off. 


The capture of Zajocar was of dis- 


tinct benefit to the Bulgarians, as it 
sras of Importance to the Serbians both 
as a frontier fortress and as a railway 
junction.

ernment has requested the American 
•overnment to give its support in the 
representations which are being made 
at Peking for the purpose of postpon- 
ing re-establishment of a monarchy in 
China until the European war is end- 
ed. 


Japan's policy was decided upon af- 


ter consultation with Great Britain. 
The conversations began while Baron 
[shii was in London several weeks ago 
on his way from Paris, where he had 
served as 
Japanese 
ambassador to 


Tokio, to assume the foreign affairs 
portfolio. 


There is much Interest here in the 


attitude of Germany in regard to the 
form of China's government. Contra- 
dictory reports have 
been 
received 


here concerning the position taken by 
German diplomats at Peking.

themselves, and Incidentally to their 
pet cause, the one-day-off-in-five prop- 
osition.

streets Mushed down. They are obliged 
to take their orders from Col, Car- 
michael.
